"capitalism ’' and Democracy, 
Therefore the Western Allies m ust 
be on their guard They m ust con­ 
tinue their utmost efforts for col- 
lectvie economic and m ilitary se­ 
curity and for individual security. 
Collective security, of course, de­ 
pends on the individual strength,
